Rhubarb may easily and cheaply be 
forced Indoors in winter for th e home 
table, aud the crisp, delicious stalks 
are a welcome visitor at th e borne in 
the form of pie or sauce, 
it hits been 
found best to bring the rh u b arb into a 
dark and fairly warm cellar. 
Some­ 
times ,i corner of the cellar pear tile 
base of the chimney is just right. 
The 
clumps of rhubarb “'are dug from the 
ga ‘den in the late fall and allowed to 
remain outside until thoroughly frozen 
through. Then rbe clumps a re brought 
bito the cellar and set closely together 
on the floor or in a low, flat frame. A 
rich. sandy loam soil is now 
packed 
around the clumps. 
Jo* temperature of the cellar should 
not fall below 53 degrees; if so. a light­ 
ed lantern with a blackened globe may 
be used to bring the tempera titre up to 
the right degree. 
Pots or tu b s may 
be used for holding the rhubarb clumps 
if it Is not feasible to put th e roots 
directly on the cellar bottom or In 
frames. To encourage growth and pre­ 
vent drying out the roots are watered 
occasionally.

Roast Chicken With Turnip#*. 
'Prepare the stuffing for the chicken 
M follows: Cut the heart, liver and 
( t m rd into small pieces and boil until 
lander. In a hot skillet place a table- 
apoop of butter, then add dry bread 
•tot Into small cubes, a handful of ral- 
phs, one onion out fine, a teaspoonful of 
nape and the boiled liver, heart and 
gteeard. Season with salt, pepper and 
a touch of nutmeg. Break over all one 
beaten egg and fry until nicely brown­ 
ed. Stuff the chicken until it regains 
Its original shape and then sew up. 
_ Crease the skin with drippings, dredge 
With salt, pepper and Hour, add one 
quart of water and put in hot men. 
.After fifteen minutes reduce the heat 
and roast until tender and nicely 
Vbrowned, basting often with the liquid 
in the pan. 
Place the turnips into 
^salted boiling water after paring them 
mud boil until nearly tender; then re- 
-Move and place in tho pan around the 
chicken, roasting all until done and 
-hasting frequently. 


Fried Appl* Pie*. 
Prepare a spicy apple sauce and 
drain thoroughly. For the agust take 
one cupful of milk, half a cupful of 
sugar, one egg, a pinch of salt, two 
tablespoonfuls of melted butter, two 
heaping teaspoonfuls of baking pow­ 
der and enough sifted flour to make a 
dough that can be handled. Roll out on 
the pastry board into a thin sheet, cut 
eat with a saucer, put a spoonful of 
the prepared apple in the middle, turn 
over, wet the edges and press firmly 
together. Fry in deep hot fat to a 
golden brown, drain for a moment or 
two on brown paper, dust thickly with 
^powdered sugar and a little ground cin­ 
namon and sorre bot. 


Corn Chowder. 
Two cupfuls of sweet com. four cup- 
fall of milk, four cupfuls diced pota­ 
toes, two tablespoonfuls of butter, one 
•aion. eight crackers, salt and pepper 
and two cupfuls of Ironing water. Pui 
one-half of the butter in the pan, add 
the sliced onion and cook slowly for 
five minutes. Then add potatoes aud 
com with the boiling water. 
Cook 
twenty minute** and add salt and lap­ 
per. Break crackers into tho dish and 
pour the chowder over them. 


Plum Pudding. 
One cup of chopped suet, one cup of 
molasses, one cup of milk, three cups 
-s>f flour, one teaspoon of soda, one and 
a half teaspoons of salt, little ginger, 
clove, nutmeg aud cinnamon, one-half 
ground of best seeded raisins, one-half 
jpound byest currants, one small bit 
thinly sliced citron. Mix and sift dry 
Ingredients, add molasses and milk to 
suet, combine mixture, butter the pud­ 
ding dish and steam three hours. 


Co m ad Boof and Onions on Toast. 
Slice eight or nine onions and fry 
in butter until a delicate brown. Sea­ 
men with salt and pepper lightly. Grind 
•efficient cold corned beef to make 
two cups and place over the onions. 
§jet simmer on the back of the stove 
tu t a few cuinures before serving. 
Then mix all together and place on 
well buttered I oast.
